Help "Ths New Immigéint 


In announcing Canada’s new immigration and land settlement policy, Hon. 
Charles Stewart, Minister of Immigration and Colonization, made it plain that 
the cardinal features of that policy would be (1) careful selection of immi- 
grants-in country of origin, and (2) wise direction after settling in Canada, 

The importance of these two things can hardly be over-estimated. In 
the past Canada has lost tens of thousands of immigrants who, after coming 
to this country, have drifted away to the United States or returned to the 
land from which they came. The reason {is not far to seek. Many in the 
first place were not of a type or class at all likely to succeed in this country. 
Others, and probably a much larger number, became discouraged because, 
through lack of knowledge and “wise direction” they made fatal mistakes, re- 
sulting in loss and ultimate failure. 

Careful selection of immigrants in the country of origin will operate to 
prevent men and women wholly unfitted by previous environment and train- 
ing from succeeding in a new coutry like Canada from ever embarking.on 
such a venture For example, it is but inviting failure to send a man to 
Canada who all his life has followed, say the occupation of sil weaving. He 
Knows’ silk weaving thoroughly, but is qualified to succeed at that and nothing 
else. To send such’ a man and his family to making a livelihood in Canada 
at farming, or lumbering, or mining, is to invite trouble all round, He has 
neither the training, the physique, or the adaptibility required to succeed. 

What Canada needs and must have are the average sturdy men and 
women and boys in their teens who have the physique to stand hard work and 
can adapt themselves to manual labor. People who can work, and are will- 
ing and desirous of working on the land itself, are the type having the best 
possible chance of making a success in Canada. 

But even more important than careful selection is the provision of wise 
direction after they have arrived in Canada. Many men and women having 
the qualities necessary to success have failed because of wrong direction, or 
no direction at all. They have become round pegs in square holes. Some 
have unfortunately located on land which was not suitable for agricultural 
operations. Failing where success was practically impossible they have leit 
the country, whereas had wise direction been provided they would have been 
advised and assisted to locate elsewhere in Canada where success would have 
attended their efforts. 

Therefore, the plan now proposed of keeping close check on every incom- 
ing immigrant and assisting him to get properly placed, and with advice and 
practical help when needed tide him over periods of discouragement and seem- 
ing, though only temporary, failure, appears to offer the best possible chance 
of peopling our vacant lands with men and wonten who will win out and 
make a real success in Canada. 

Such a plan to succeed myst have the cordial support of individuals all 
oyer the country, and the plan formulated of creating local community clubs 
to care for and assist incoming settlers, thus building up a.great national wel- 
fare organization, is good. 

Coupled*with this is the other, and sensible plan, of placing these new 
settlers on lands fairly close to existing lines of railway but which are now 
held by speculators and absentee owners. These lands, it is proposed, to 
have listed and sold upon long terms of payment, involving only a small an- 
nual payment of principal and interest upon the amortization plan, Settlers 
so placed will have a much better chance to succeed than those placed scores 
of miles from any available means of transportation, or located in “colonies” 
off by themselves. 

People now resident in the districts where these new settlers are to be 
placed should be ready to hlep them, because by their presence local taxation 
will be reduced and modern services and utilities now denied to them be- 
cause of prohibitive cost will be made accessible. Placing these people with- 
in access of existing railways will operate to wipe out the present staggering 
debt on our National Railways, and in many ways this proposed more inten- 
sive settlement will make for success all round where the old policy of scat- 
terlng people far apart over immense areas resulted so frequently in discour> 
agement and failure.

Have A Direct Bearing 
On Our National Prosperity

The difference between national pro- 
gress and retrogression may be pithily 
summed up In facilities of travel and 
transportation, and the maintenance 
of goods roads is a matter which de- 
mands the unswerving attention of a 
modern country in no matter what 
direction it is making a bid for world 
prominence. National prosperity lies 
in a network of comfortable, easily 
travelled roads, and a country ranks 
among progressive nations according 
to its conveniences in accessibility and 
marketing. 


The construction and maintenance 
of roads in Canada constitutes a prob- 
lem that is pecullarly difficult. Can- 
ada is a land of tremendous area and 
small and scattered population. To 
adequately link up the settled areas 
of the country a network of roads is 
required which would be sufficient to 
render the same efficient service to a 
people many times as numerous. Upon 
a family of four, persons in Canada 
rests the enormous responsibility of 
building and maintaining -one mile of 
roadway and upon five average fami- 
lies the construction and maintenance 
of a mile of main market highway. 


Again, the peculiarity of Canadian 
conditions creates the necessity for 
the maintenance of so many types of 
roads to accommodate the various 
methods of travel.. Whilst the older 
settled cities and towns and the areas 
about them are most modern in every 
respect and their lines of communica- 
tion as up to date as engineering can 
effect, there are many areas that have 
but recently emerged from the pion- 
eering stages, and still other districts 
that are only being opened up to col- 
onization and that must be served by 
roads of some kind. 


The prime consideration in road 
able the farmer to reach the markets 
with his product as conveniently and 
economically as possible, and this has 
first consideration in the drawing up 
of national programmes. A second 
requirement is to maintain good 
means of communication between the 
larger centres and to adequately serve 
and further encourage motor tourist 
traffic, which is rapidly increasing 
every year and has become a not in- 
significant asset in Dominion revenue. 

‘er the increase in the settle- 
ment and cultivation of farm: lands 
makes necessary the penetration of 
new colonization areas, which can 
only be effected by the construction 
of roads which will permit new set- 


tlers to get into them with the least 5 


degree of trouble and inconvenience. 

Canada is rapidly gaining a reputa- 
tion abroad for good roads, conse- 
quent upon a Dominion-wide policy of 
co-ordinated effort, due to the fore- 
sight of Dominion and Provincial Goy- 
ernments and their co-operation in 
construction and maintenance. The 
Canada Highways Act of 1919 was a 
recognition of the important part 
played in the development of national 
prosperity by good roads and elicited 
the co-operation of all sections of the 
Dominion in maintaining a high stan- 
dard. The bill made the sum of $20,- 
000,000 available during the following 
five years, to be divided among the 
provinces on the basis of population, 
with the expenditure of proportionate 
amounts by these provinces to a total 
of $30,000,000. 

At the present time there are 18,000 
miles ef main roads in the various 
provinces and networks of commun!t- 
cations branching off from them to 
serve the rural areas. In addition to 
the maintenance of these, new roads 
are being constructed each year. 
These serve to join up the provincial 
centres, and it is now the aim of the 
various governments to join up the 
provincial systems and provide a ress | 
highway across Canada from coast to; 
coast, an undertaking not difficult of 
accomplishmeft and the accomplish- 
ment of which may be soon expected. 

Excellent motor roads join up al! 
the. principal civie centres and the 
avenues to the international boundary 
are maintained at a fine standard. 
Last year half a million motor tour- 
ists visited Canada from the United 
States alone, staying for various per- 
fods from one day to six months, and 
it is stated that the number of visitors 
staying for over one month has 
doubled within the past few years. In 
many cases the upkeep of such high- 
ways as Toronto-Hamilton, Ottawa- 
Montreal, Montreal-Quebec is paid= by 
the tourist traflic upon them, and the 
completion this year of the roadway 
of the Grand Circle Motor Tour, run- 
ning from California in the south to 
Alberta in the north, linking fen na- 
tional parks, and constituting the fin- 
est scenic motor tour on the continent, 
is expected to bring the Dominion an) 
unprecedented volume of motor trafic. 

The intportance every section of the 
Canadian people atiach to the posses 
sion of good roads was evidenced at 
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the last good roads convention held in 
Victoria, B.C., which drew from Atlan- 
tie to Pacific cabinet ministers, mem- 
bers of parliament, provincial and 
civic engineers and prominent buat- 
ness men from all sections of the Do- 
minion, ‘as well as attracting repre 
sentatives of many states of the Unton 
for the exchange of views and expert- 
ences. It marked -the half-way house 
in the progress effected since the pass- 
ing of the Canada Highways Act and 
formed a point of retrospect as well 
as prospect. To date 204 agreements 
for Federal ald have been authorized 
for 5,126 miles of provincial road at 
an estimated cost of $29,461,515.. The 
total amount of provinclal expendl- 
tures audited with respect to this 
work is $15,974,591, and the total 
amounts of payments made with re- 
spect thereto is $5,179,275. The total 
mileage of completed Federal aid work 
to the time was 1,400 miles and the 


mileage under construction 2,897 
miles, 


World’s Wheat Crop 


Increased Production In Both U.8. and 
Canada 

The wofld’s.wheat production will 
be less than it was last year, but con- 
siderably greater than the prewar 
average, according to estimates made 
public by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Actual esti- 
mates and condition reports from re- 
porting countries indicate a yield this 
year of 3,019,526,000 bushels compared 
with the production last »year of 3,059,- 
596,000, and the 1909-1918 average of 
2,890,353,000 bushels. 

Reports from all sources regarding 
Russia said crop conditions were fav- 
orable and would feed the nation this 
year, eliminating the need of linport- 
ed wheat. Nearly all European covun- 
tries, however, reported decreases, the 
total European production being esti- 
mated at 1,100,991,000 compared with 
1,239,256,000 in 1921 and the pre-war 
average of 1,276,157,000. British In- 
dia and Japan are expected to produce 
392,847,000 bushels compared with 
282,094,000 last year, and the pre-war 
average of 375,827,000. 

Increased wheat production in both 
the United States and Canada was in- 
dfcatéd, ffié combined estimate being 
1,125,968,000 bushels this year, com- 
pared with 1,095,751,000 in 1921 and 
the pre-war average of 883,810,000. 


Monsoon Welcome To 
Natives of India 


Wild Rains Keep Country From Be- 
coming Barren Desert 

“I had scarcely been in India two 
months ere I heard the monsoon 
discussed,” writes a correspondent 
from Dera Ismail Khan to the London 
Dally Mail. “It was hot; the monsoon 
would cool the air, so I, too, began to 
be interested. 

“The monsoon had reached Col- 
ombo, the papers said, and we all be 
gan to calculate how long it would 
take to reach us. ‘In a fortnight it 
will be cooler, and there will be no 
more dust,’ said one. ‘It will raise 
the exchange,’ added another hope- 
fully, thinking of the crops. 

“But the native agriculturist just sat 
and watched the clouds. It was not 
simply a question of cooling the air or 
raising the exchange with him. His 
crops were parched; a good barsat 
(rain) would bring fair comfort; a bad 
one would bring him and his family 
face to face with starvation. 

“So as I rushed past flelds and crops 
on various rail Journeys I saw him 
and his Mke working in fleld after 
field; but always with an eye on the 
clouds, 

“The monsoon is really the fairy 
godmother of India, for but for its bi- 
annual visits most of the country 
would be barren desert. 

“The heat has so reduced the air 
pressure over India that it is as if a 
great gap had been formed. The storm 
clouds cross the ocean, are sucked in 
by this gap and rush inland. 

“There is a double effect, for where- 
as the lower clouds are content to let 
loose their floods on the plains, the 
higher move along until they strike 
the Himalayas. Then their waters 
come pouring down the hillsides in 
innumerable little torrent’ and finally 
tumble into the big rivers, which are 
swollen into mammoth sizes. The 
plains thus get a double supply and 
crops spring up with new, rapid and 
vigorous life.”

‘or Radio Station 
Total Cost Will Probably be Over Two 
Million 


The Swedish Government has 
placed an order in the United 
States for apparatus fot a 


high power radio station to handle 
direct wireless ‘communications be- 
tween the United States and Sweden. 
The total cost of the station erected 
will probably be over $2,000,000. 

The new station will be situated in 
the vicinity of Gothenburg, which is 
on the west coast of Sweden, and the 
contract calls for the ipstallation of 
two 200-kllowatt Alexanderson alter- 
nated with the well-known multiple- 
tuned antenna, which will each deliver 
to the antenna a current of six hundred 
amperes, The receiving equipment 
will consist of two complete and Inde 
pendent modern sets, composed of 
tuners and the necessary amplifying 
apparatus, and will be used in con- 
junction with the receiving aerials 
devised for the reduction of static 
disturWances, 

The need of direct telegraph con- 
nection between Sweden and the 
western hemisphere was emphasized 
very considerably during the war and 
immediately thereafter. Tho inter 
nal conditions within the former coun- 
try demanded closer relationships 
with North America and therefore, 
more reliable and rapid communica- 
tion facilities.

Says North Pole Easily 
Reached from London 


Trip Could Be Made By Airplane In 
Few Days 

Modern airships of the German type 
could make the trip from London to 
the North Pote, a distance of 4,600 
miles, within a week, says Major 
Richard Carr, aerial expert of the 
Shackleton Antarctic expedition. Fuel 
for the entire distance could be car 
ried, and no landings need be made. 

“I am fully convinced that we have 
left far behind the old-fashioned meth- 
ods, and that iff future polar explora- 
tion will be done by aircraft during 
the summer months,” Major Carr eun- 
tinues, “Very few persons realize 
how mild the Arctic and Antarctic 
summers really are, and the wonderful 
improvement in aircraft.” 

Major Carr made important obser- 
vations on flying conditions in the An- 
tarctic. “During the seven weeks we 
were in the ice,” he says, ‘‘the lowest 
temperature recorded was five degrees 
Fahrenheit and the average approxt- 
mately 20 degrees. The wind aver- 
age was eight to 10 miles an hour, and 
the alr and sky were wonderfully 
clear. So clear was the air that mir 
age was very frequent. We had more 
than 300 perfect flying hours. 


Radio 26 Years Developing 


Progress of Wireless Communication 
Not So Rapid As Might Be 
Supposed 
The progress of radio has not been 
so fast as its last year’s development 
would lead people to believe. In fact, 
it has been even slower in gaining 

popularity than the automobile. 

It was 26 years ago that Marconi 
succeeded in signalling without wires 
for a distance of 100 yards. For 
years before 1896 he had been expert- 
menting on his father’s farm in Italy. 

One year later he signalled nine 
miles and in two months increased the 
distance to 12 miles. In July, 1898, 
he signalled 20 miles and in 1901.his 
wireless messages crossed the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. 


Lease Royal Ranch 


Ranching Lease In Alberta Is Granted 
To Prince of Wales 
Notice of the granting of a ranching 
lease to His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, covering the property 
in the Prince of Wales’ ranch in Al- 
berta has been gazetted in Ottawa. 


The lease is Issued by the Minister 


of the Interior, under authority from 
the Governor-in-Council, covering all 


the grazing lands at present used by 
His Royal Highness in his ranching 
operations for a term of ten years, 
with provision that upon its expiration 
a renewal thereof will be granted for 
another term of ten years if applica- 
tion is made therefor. 


Record For Exports 
According to figures recently com- 
piled the annval production of manu- 
facturing industries in Canada now 
amounts to approximately $400 per 
head of population whilst the exports 
equal $150 per head, or the highest in 


the world.

“Visual instruction” has become 
recognized in recent years as practi- 
cally a correlative of aural“instruction. 
Not only do schools and universities 
apply it extensively in imparting 
knowledge to their students, but it has 
been demonstrated beyond peradven- 
ture to be one of the most popular 
and efficient means that lecturers and 
other public speakers can adopt be- 
fore public audiences of any descrip- 
tion. Pictures constitute a universal 
language. Whether or not an audi- 
ence can understand the language 
spoken ,it can derive some conception 
of the information it is desired to im- 
part by looking at well-chosen pic 
tures. 
.. During recent years the Federal 
Governmeht has applied the visual 
method extensively in extending 
throughout the world a vast volume of 
information with respect to Canada. 
One of the chief methods made use of 
has been the projection lantern and 
colored slides. The Natural Re 
sources Intelligence Branch, as an 
authorized source of information con- 
cerning Canadian resources, circulates 
thousands of slides every year. While 
such activities are naturally confined 
mainly to Canada, large numbers of 
slides depicting Canadian scenes have 
been used in Great Britain, Contin- 
ental Europe, Australia, New Zealand 
and the United States. Much the 
greater number of the lantern slides 
required by other branches of the De- 
partment of the Interior and some of 
the other departments as well are pre- 
pared and colored by the staff of the 
Natural Resources Intelligence 
Branch. The centralization of this 
class of work should promote economy 
and efficiency. Further, {t should 
prove to be more and more an influ 
ence that fosters co-operative effort 
throughout the public service.

Great Strength In Tiny Bodies 


Lifting Powers of Certain 
Comparéd With Man 
Probably the most wonderful fea- 
ture of a*mosquito is its muscularity. 
This may seem a ludicyYous statement, 
but a great surprise waits anyone who 
for the first time examines one of 
these insects under a glass. Size for 
size, a mosquito’s wing muscles are 
equal to an eagle’s. Even on a calm 
day, a mosquito can fly forty or fifty 
miles without a halt; and with a help- 
ing wind, three times this distance! 
The ordinary housefly, too, has aston- 
Ishing wing strength; tests have 
shown that when it desires really to 
hurry it can “dash” 160 feet in a sec- 
ond—110 miles an hour straight-away. 
Imagine a man who could lift 73,800 
pounds! He would have all known 
“strong men” of past and present 
beaten so far that comparisons would 
be ridiculous. But that is what our 
average man could lift were he as 
strong in proportion to his size as a 
crab; a weight 490 times its own is 
just a good average lift for a crab! 
The muscles of a large oyster, too, 
will support a weight of thirty-seven 
pounds. 

A Belgian scientist found that a bee, 
weight for weight, was thirty times as 
strong as a horse. It has been found 
that an ordinary housefly can lift a 
matchstick and that’in doing so it ex- 
erts as mucly power in proportion to 
its size-as a man when he holds aloft 
on his feet a beam fourteen feet long 
by thirty inches square. Even a very 
small bug can drag six matches—the 
equivalent to a man’s pulling 330 
beams as large as himself. 

Spiders sometimes exhibit wonder- 
ful strength, especially in conflict. 
There is a spider in Java that is the 
dread of all other insects; it makes a 
web that can hardly be cut with a 
knife! With spiders size is not al- 
ways a measure of strength; but this 
fellow has both bulk and power. 

One writer states that an ordinary 
ant can carry ten times its own 
weight. Personally, I haye seen them 
do far more than this.—L. E. Eubanks.

Canada to Australia 

When completed, the duplication of 
the Pacific cable from Canada to Aus- 
tralla and New Zealand, will prove 
one of the greatest engineering feats 
ever accomplished.

Red Cross Nursing Outposts 


Extending Nursing Facilities to Out- 
standing Sections in Saskatchewan 
The Red Cross will establish one of 


its Nursing Outposts at Kelvington, 
thus bringing the total of hospitals 
and outposts operated by the Red 


Cross in Saskatchewan to eight, locat- 
ed at Paddockwood, Carragana, East 
End, Robsart, Bengough, Cut Knife, 
Meadow Lake and Kelvington. 

The Red Cross has also decided, 
working in co-operation with the Rural 
Municipalities of Souris Valley No. 7, 
and Lomond No. 37, to place district 
nurses at Colgate and Bromhead, the 
cost of such service to be divided 
equally between the Red Cross and 
the municipalities. 

This decision was reached at a re- 
cent meeting of the committee on 
Medical and Nursing Services. Re- 
ports presented to the committee 
showed that during the six months of 
the year, nursing days in the six out- 
posts in operation for a whole or part 
of that period totalled 1,435, and that 
35 babies were born. 

The Council of R.M. of Bengough 
No. 40 are so well satisfied with the 
work being done in the Red Cross Out- 
post there that at a recent meeting it 
was decided to make important altera 
tions and extensions to the’ present 
building, or build a new, larger and 
more modern one. 

The two years for, which the Red 
Cross agreed to operate the outpost at 
Paddockwood expire in October, and 
the people there have petitioned fora 
renewal agreement, and in so doing 
refer in terms of high praise to the 
splendid services rendered to them in 
their isolated location, far removed 
from all other medical or nursing help. 

The Red Cross has also authorized 
the establishment of an outpost 
Medstead on condition that a suitable 
building is provided, but steps in that 
direction have been deferred 
next spring. 

Eleven graduate nurses are now em 
ployed permanently by the Red Cross 
in Saskatchewan, The expenditure 
for the past twelve months in equip 
ping and operating outposts and main 
taining district nurses in the field has 
been approximately $20,000, while do 
nations for this work have amounted 
to about $4,000.

is here that the immigrant . from 
European countries durmg the sum 
mer months gets his first human 
touch with Canada and Canadians. 

Father Point would not appeal! to 
the ordinary tourist or holiday mak 
er. It is off the beaten tratk and 
only reached by car from Rimouski. 
Its charm is merely that of hun 
dreds of other French Canadian vil 
iages which are more accessible. The 
fresh? breezes blow from off the St. 
Lawrence az they do upon countless 
other fishing villages along the river 
shore. This place is a haven for the 
tired, the brain-taxed. the over 
worked and neurotic in its medita- 
tive calm and brooding hush, 

The great interest in the little 
hamlet is for those who go dowr to 
the sea in ships. Near the extremity 
of the point modern lighthouse has 
been erected which each night flashes 
its warning light across twenty miles 
of water. In close proximity is the 
yviant foghorn blasting its message 
when fog enshrouds the light. Upon 
the hill stands a wireless station 
which receives advice of every vessel 
entering the Gulf before it proceeds 
up the river. A coastguard and life 
saving station completes the precau 
tions for the preservation of vessel! 
and man upon-the water. 

But greatest interest centres in 
the “Eureka,” the sturdy little gov 
ernment pilot boat which leaves its 
pier on the point to take out a river
